(The capybara's left and right eyes have a white vvebby film just 
under the surface of the eyeball with a cloudy discharge from the left 
eye and wet discharge from the right eye. There appears to be a 
bubble or hole in the surface of both eyes. The capybara's thinning 
hair on the rear and sides is exposing a scaly dry skin surface.)
